Paris—W—The chamber of depu- 


ties today gave the new "national 
defense" government of Edouard 
Daladier an overwhelming vote of 
confidence, 576 to 5. 


The vote came after the premier, 


making his ministerial declaration, 
promised 
that 
the 
government 


would keep armament factories 
running in spite 
of a wave of 


strikes involving 150,000 men and 
more than 120 plants. • 


Both socialists and communists 


joined the center and right to give 
Daladier a huge majority. 


Demanding 
a quick vote 
the 


premier warned, "the destiny of 
France itself is at stake: we have 
no time to lose!" 


The socialists reserved opinion on 


Daladier's request for the right to 
rule France by decree until Aug. 1, 
but the size of the first vote ap- 
peared assurance he would get de- 
cree powers without socialist sup- 
port 


Paris _ (.}•) — Premier Edouard 


Daladier 
appealed today to the 


patriotism of 140.000 strikers, ex- 
horting them to end the tieup of 
France's national defense factories. 


He urged them to trust the gov- 


ernment to prevent a recurrence of 
"the old privileges"—-apparently his 
promise to the workers against 
mass firing or general pay cuts. 


A ministerial declaration, approv- 


ed by the cabinet, asked the strik- 
ers to evacuate the more than 120 
plants they have occupied 
It 
promised 
their 
grievances 


would be settled by legal means 
and reminded them the serious in- 
ternational situation made it im- 
perative that there be no interrup- 
tion in the manufacture of arms. 


Approve Plan 


The cabinet also approved the 


premier's plan to ask the chamber 
of 
deputies for 
"indispensable" 


power to rule by decree until July 
31 to meet national defense needs 
and to strengthen the nation's fi- 
nances. 
Premier Daladier placed arbitra- 


tion of the growing Paris metal 
workers' 
strikes 
directly in the 


hands of Pierre Jacomet, adminis- 
trator of the national defense min- 
istry. 


Working with Labor Minister 
Paul Ramadier, and with Interior 
Minister Albert Sarraut, Jacomet 
was instructed to settle demands 
for collective contracts and pay in- 
creases to meet rising living costs 
of the strikers. 


Employers termed 
the 
strikes 


"political." Some employers charg- 
ed the strikes were "provoked" 
without regular sanction by em- 
ployes themselves. 


Calls Conference 


R a m a d i e r , already acquainted 


with labor problems through his 
post as labor minister in the two 
Chautcmps 
governments, 
called 


workers' and employers' represen- 
tatives to confer with him on the 
strike movement. 


Daladier, with his more conserva- 


tive radical socialist cabinet suc- 
ceeding the socialist Leon Blum, 
made plain that he considered 
France's position in the European 
family of nations must be strength- 
ened on a firm basis of improved 
national 
defense and 
monetary 


stability.—to be accomplished by 
the decree powers Daladier wants 
from parliament for three months.

Tribunal Reverses Circuit 


Judge in

Madison—(T)—Milwaukee firemen 


lost in the state' supreme court to- 
day in a suit to-recover 10 per cent 
waivers deducted from their sal- 
aries during a three year period 
from 1932 to 1935 when the city was 
in need of funds for unemployment 
relief. 


The decision, written by Justice 


Joseph Martin, will save the city 
thousands of dollars, since approxi- 
mately 600 claims were involved. 


The supreme court reversed Cir- 


cuit Judge Gustave G. Gehrz, who 
had refused to overrule a demurrer 
by the city attorney 
to the fire- 


men's complaint, 


No Coercion 


The demurrer should have been 


sustained. Justice Martin said, on 
the ground there was no substantia- 
tion of the charge that the firemen 
had been coerced into taking waiv- 
ers. 


The opinion said it is not against 


public policy, in times of great dis- 
tress, for employes of a city to do- 
nate part of their salary for the re- 
lief of the municipality. 


As there was no contention of a 


breach of contract 
the remaining 


principal issue was whether the 
contributions had been made under 
threats of demotion or dismissal 
from the service. 


Justice Martin 
ruled 
that the 


complainants had failed to make 
any statements of fact which gave 
a cause for action on this ground 
and added that the court cannot 
permit conclusions of the firemen 
to serve in place of facts. 


The suit originally was filed by 


John Coughlin and seven 
other 


members of the fire department but 
it affected all others who had taken 
waivers. 


The period for which the firemen 


sought reimbursement was from 
July 11, 1932 to Dec. 31, !935.

Mexico City—(.T)—Mexico prepar- 


ed today a reply to a British note 
demanding return of expropriated 
oil properties. 


The answer was expected to be a 


flat negative, and this inspired 
speculation whether Britain might 
invoke economic reprisals. 


The British note charged the 


Mexican government was motivat- 
ed by "political desire" in expro- 
priating the oil propertcs. The note, 
delivered last Friday and made 
public here last night said that 
"the expropriation was tantamount 
to confiscation and was carried out 
under a veil of legality formed by 
basing it upon labor issues. The 
consequence has been the denial of 
justice and transgression 
by the 


Mexican government of the princi- 
ples of international law." 


(The "labor issues", concerned

He was paid from the time 
he was ordered reinstated but filed 
suit for salary dating back to the 
time of his dismissal.

to the "big house," forceful still in 
bearing and apparently unmoved 
by the presence of numerous pho- 
tographers. 


Shackled to the once powerful 


broker, who served five terms as 
president of the New York Stock 
Exchange, were Albert Cain, sen- 
tenced for attempted extortion, and 
Richard Alston, sentenced for sec- 
ond degree assault. 


Even with time off for good be- 


havior, it will be three years and 
four months—Aug. 11. 1941—before 
Whitney may be a free man again, 
and when he is released his old 
profession will be closed to him by 
an order of Supreme Court Justice 
Julius Miller premancntly enjoin- 
ing him from selling securities in 
New York.

Because of the myriad details in 
the speech which he has mastered 
by years of practice, most visitors 
don't remember much when they 
leave.

The capitol is Wisconsin's third 


(the first was a primitive wooden 
house at Belmont where the terri- 
torial legislature held its first meet- 
ing in 1836. and the second, in 
Madison, burned in 1904) and was 
begun in 1907 It required 10 years 
to complete, at a cost of $7,203,826. 
Today it houses only about two 
thirds of the. government: a new 
office building has been built and 
thousands of feet of other space is 
rented in the city. 


The capitol is 285 feet high, 438 


feet long, covers 2.42 acres. It has 
18,000 lights, of which 2.300 are m 
the gigantic dome. Drinking water 
comes from a well 1,600 feet deep 
and is always at a temperature of 
52 degrees. The temperature never 
varies in the 56 fountains. 


Power, heat, light and service 


water is furnished by a state plant, 
comes through a 2,404 feet tunnel. 
The stone which built the capitol 
came from all over the world, Italy, 
France. Germany. Greece, Norway, 
Algiers, many different states, and

The 
ornate decorations are expensive.

A CHARTER ORDINANCE 


TO REDISTRICT AND DIVIDE THE CITY OF APPLETON INTO EIGHTEEN WARDS 


WITH ONLY ONE ALDERMAN AND ONE SUPERVISOR 
REPRESENTING E A C H 


WARD, INSTEAD OF SIX WARDS WITH TWO ALDERMEN AND ONE SUPERVISOR 
FROM EACH WARD. 


A charter Ordinance to repeal Subsection (3) of Section 62.08 and to amend sections 


62.08 and 62.09 of the Revised Statutes of the State of Wisconsin insofar as the same ap- 
plies to the City of Appleton, Outagamie County, Wisconsin. 


By authority of Section 3 of Article XI of the Wisconsin Constitution and pursuant to 


the provisions of Section 66.01 of the Wisconsin Statutes. 


1. Subsection (3) of Section 62.08 of the revised statutes of the State of Wisconsin is 


hereby repealed insofar as the same applies to the City of Appleton, Outagamie Coun- 
ty, Wisconsin. 


2. Section 62.08 of the Wisconsin Statutes is hereby amended, insofar as the same 


pertains to the City of Appleton, Outagamie County, Wisconsin, by adding thereto the 
following, to be known as subsection (3) thereof: 


(3) Effective on the third Tuesday of April, 1939, the City of Appleton is hereby 


redistricted and redivided into eighteen wards, the boundaries of which shall 
be as set forth in Exhibit A, annexed hereto and made a part hereof as if 
specifically set forth herein. The wards as the same may exisit on the Mon- 
day immediately preceding the third Tuesday in April, 1939, are abolished 
as of such date. 


3. Section 62.08 of the Wisconsin Statutes is hereby amended, insofar as the same 


pertains to the City of Appleton, Outagamie County, Wisconsin by adding thereto the. 
following, to be numbered subsecton (4) thereof: 


(4) After the third Tuesday of April, 1939, nothing contained in this ordinance 


shall operate to render inapplicable to the City of Appkton the provisions 
of subsection (1) and (2) of Section 62.08. 


4. Subsection (1) of section 62.09 of the Statutes of the State of Wisconsin is hereby 


amended, as the same applies to the City of Appleton, Outagamie County, Wisconsin, 
by adding to the following to be known as subdivisions (C) (D) and (E) thereof: 


(c) Effective on the third Tuesday of April, 1939, all offices of alderman and all 


offices of supervisor, as the same may exist on the Monday immediately 
preceding the third Tuesday of April, 1939, are abolished. 


(d) Effective on the third Tuesday of April, 1939, there is hereby created one 


office of alderman and one office of supervisor for each of the eighteen 
wards of the city of Appleton as created, numbered and described under 
this ordinance. 


(e) Each alderman and each supervisor shall be elected for a term of two 


years, or until their successors shall have been elected and qualified, except, 
however, that each alderman aud each supervisor elected from the even 
numbered wards, whose terms begin on the third Tuesday of April, 1939, 
shall be elected for one year, but those whose terms begin thereafter shall 
be elected for a period of two years or until their successors shall have been 
elected and qualified. 


5. The city primary election and the regular city election immediately preceding the 


third Tuesday in April, 1939, shall be conducted, candidates for alderman and candi- 
dates for supervisors selected and designated, and ballots used and printed as though 
this ordinance were then operative. 


6. This is a charter ordinance and shall become effective in accordance with the pro- 


visions of Section 66.01 and 10.43 of the revised Statutes of the State of Wisconsin,

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THE EFFORT TO BROADEN THE 


TAX BASE 


By a vote of 44 to 33 the senate ic- 


jectsd Senator LaFollette's proposal to 
broaden the income tax to reach persons 
of smaller incomes at present, and to drop 
the level at which surtaxes start and in- 


- crease these taxes on income from 3 to 50 


thousand dollars. 


Senator Borah opposed the LaFollette 


measure upon the ground that the new 
persons affected, an estimated I1.? mil- 
lions of people, already pay a greater pro- 
portion of their income to the government 
in the-form of both direct and indirect 


" taxes than do those of greater income. 


Yet, apparently the taxing authorities, 


and particularly the specialists whose duty 
it is to observe carefully the trends and 
effects, under various systems, are now sat- 
isfied that the taxes on the wealthy are 
so high they have brought that sickly pal- 
lor known as "diminishing returns," which 
means that men of wealth, faced with the 
alternative of absorbing all the loss if a 
venture goes poorly and giving the gov- 
ernment up to 85 per cent of its returns 
if successful, are taking fewer business 
chances. 


Virginia's Glass supported the LaFol- 


lette proposal with words of welcome, rec- 
ognizing in it some effort to bring home 
to the people the awful cost of the Roose- 
velt plans and methods. 
But Senator 


Glass was disappointed to learn that Sen- 
ator LaFollette estimated the additional 
income to the government from his mea- 
sure at but 237 millions. That is only 


• chicken feed to this administration. In fact 


the LaFollette proposal 
is 
subject' to 


criticism in that it is too timid in its en- 
largement of income taxpayers. The base 
must be dropped eventually from a $2,500 
exemption for the married men to one of 
about $500. In no other way, except by 
the devious method of concealed sales tax- 
es so popular at present, can sufficient 
funds ever be raised to pay for the ex- 
cesses of the prevailing political regime. 


Senator LaFollette warned that the 


principle of his proposal must be adopted 
else we face either inflation with all its 
crimes and miseries or steeper taxes in 
some other direction. The warning ap- 
pears appropriate. 
Everyone from the 


President down says in effect that we can- 
not continue indefinitely to borrow, and 
then almost everyone from the President 
down.continues to vote for borrowing. 


Only a few men have the hardihood 


to face the harsh, granite-like facts. 


The others seem to depend upon a 


miracle to save us from the deluge other- 
wise bound to follow the Roosevelt rule. 


THE GERMAN ELECTION 


Can it be possible that any people in 


the world would vote about 99 to 1 on 
any proposition affecting their nation or 
its consolidation with other lands? If that 
in truth represents the unanimity of Ger- 
man opinion evidenced by a secret ballot 
then either freedom of speech and the 
press becomes all the more important to 
us or Herr Hitler has accomplished some- 
thing by way of unity of thought scarcely 
ever accomplished 
before. 


In an open forum with free and un- 


restricted discussion such a vote approach- 
es the impossible. 
Men have not been 


granted such singleness of thought upon 
controversial matters as to lead to such 
startling unity of opinion. 


There is something more than odd 


about these one-sided elections. It would 
be easy to make charges of dishonesty in 
the v-orld would vote about 99 to 1 on 
reporting the votes, but there is no evi- 
dence to support them. 


It is too bad that we cannot repeat 


that election two weeks hence giving each 
side of the controversy equal time and 
space on the public platform and in the 
press just to observe what has been ac- 
complished v.-hcn those who rule and 
wish for the support of a popular elec- 
tion -control all methods of approach to 
the populace.

LEWIS TALKS TO BRITAIN 


Not long ago Mr. John L. Lewis de- 


livered himself of rather an extraordinary 
radio address on a hook-up to Great 
Britain. Among other things he said: 


''Thirteen 
million Americans are 


now unemployed. Their numbers are 
steadily increasing as the nation drifts 
with terrifying and deadly sureness 
to the never-never realm of financial 
bankruptcy, economic collapse and hu- 
man tragedy . . . Our national econ- 
omy has attained the amazing condi- 
tion where it appears that practically 
all of our major enterprises are unable 
to exist or function on their own re- 
sources." 
There was more of this sort of heavy 


criticism of the Roosevelt administration 
delivered to the people of Great Britain 
who, traditionally conservative of mind, 
could understand it very much better and 
clearer than a great many of our own 
people. 


Wo are not going to 
speak of Mr. 


Lewis' ingratitude toward the President 
from whom he has received so much. 
There is no gratitude in politics anyway. 
One may however praise Mr. Lewis for 
his patriotism in speaking out the truth 
but wonder why he speaks it to Great Bri- 
tain and not here at home. 


His British audience had no idea that 


here was the greatest single contributor 
of money to the Roosevelt campaign, the 
purchaser of the largest single chunk of 
influence in the Roosevelt administration, 
and certainly one of the extreme favorites 
of the New Deal. 


Speaking of gratitude, however, the 


President has certainly been fair enough 
with Mr. Lewis. He used all his influence 
to give him the Wagner law which im- 
poses no restraints whatever, is all push 
and no brake, and then he gave him a 
labor board that appears to have been 
dedicated principally to the advancement 
of Mr. Lewis and his CIO. Moreover be- 
tween the President, the Wagner law and 
the Labor Board Mr. Lewis has been able 
to sit on a high throne as a sort of czar, 
above the courts, clear above the laws, 
aided and abetted by the beautiful and 
reckless lawlessness of sitdown strikes and 
even supported by the Secretary of Labor 
who didn't believe 
that 
trespass was 


against the law. 


Perhaps the Lewis address was merely 


the opening drum beat in a series of lec- 
tures whereby the CIO chieftain dodges 
all responsibility for the depression in 
which we are now wallowing and puts the 
blame upon the White House steps for its 
admitted shortcomings such as the squan- 
dering of public funds and its lack of busi- 
ness understanding. 


When the house begins to fall Mr. 


Lewis recognizes the primitive rule, "Ev- 
ery man for himself." 
He would spurn 


that idea of Dr. Moulton, of the Brookings 
Institution, that the labor strife during the 
first half of 1937 was one of the principal 
causes of business unrest and the seepage 
of confidence. 


Mr. Lewis was obviously right in tell- 


ing the British that "reason calls for a 
change and more rational policies are in- 
dicated." But the same reason of which 
he speaks may point its long accusing fin- 
ger at him for the necessary change in 
labor conditions in the country so that 
organizations of labor will not constitute 
mere stumbling blocks to progress.

NEURITIS 


Only acute nerve inflammation 


(neuritis) gives rise to the pain or 
aching popularly associated with 
neuritis. A great deal of the "neu- 
ritis" in popular fancy is actually 
not neuritis at all, but some pass- 
ing discomfort. 
Often a referred 


pain is wrongly regarded as "neu- 
ritis." Thus, in a majurity of cases, 
sciatica is not neuritis (inflamma- 
tion of the great sciatic nerve) but 
a referred pain due to some :-prain, 
strain or partial displacement in 
the ascro-iliac junction or perhaps 
to some lesion of the lumbar spine 
about the roots of the nerves which 
lead into the sciatic nerve. Typical 
example of referred 
pain which 


might give the impression of "neu- 
ritis" is the ache and t;ngling in the 
little finger and ring finger when 
the "crazy bone" is struck a blow 
or subjected to piessure — the 
"crazy bone" being the ulnar nerve 
in the groove just inside the tip of 
the elbow. Such referred pain, felt 
in 
the 
intercostal nerves which 


supply sensation to the thoracic 
and abdominal wall, has led to a 
good deal of wrong diagnosis. Re- 
flex pain in the belly (wall) due to 
acute pleurisy in the onset of pneu- 
monia has more than once led to a 
hasty "appendicitis" o p e r a t i o n 
which of course disclosed nothing 
wrong in the region cf the ?ppen- 
dix.

led to many a false diagnosis of

ployer must not only come to terms with the bargaining agent of his 
employes but must put the agreement in writing. Formerly it took two 
to make a bargain, but that principle has been waived in favor of a 
movement which has ambitions to become a domi- 
nant or decisive political power. 


Now it is held by a decision of a mere board that 


the bargain must be written down and that lack of 
responsibility on the part of a union is no excuse for 
refusal by the employer to bind himself to terms 
which may not be enforceable on the union. The 
board chides the Inland Steel Co.. defendant in the 
case, for refusing to treat the union with the same 
dignity that it would show to another soulless cor- 
poration in a complicated business deal but ignores 
as of no importance the fact that the other soulless 
corporation may be compelled to observe its con- 
tracts or pay for losses resulting from its failure to 
do so.

If irresponsibility were a valid reason for an employer's refusal to en- 


ter an agreement, says the board, it would be a valid reason for a refusal 
to deal with the union at ajl. That is true, but the law now compels the

Boyd asked in his annual report 


presented to the council at the last 
meeting that changes be made. 


"As far as I can learn some of the 


iccommendations made in my last 
report have not been carried out." 
Dr. Boyd's report read. "This I sup- 
pose is due to the common custom 
of receiving and filing reports and 
then the matter is dropped." 


Wants Board Change 


The health officer asks that the 


ordinance which has a section stat- 
ing that the board of health shall 
be made up of the committee on 
public health and education, the 
city nurse and the city health offi- 
cer be changed. 


"In my judgment the city nurse 


should not be a member of this 
board." 


It is also in the city laws that the 


duties of the city nurse shall be 
under the direction of the commit- 
tee on public health and education, 
of the common council and the city 
physician. Dr. Boyd recommends 
that these two sections be amended 
with the sole object of putting the 
duties of the city nurse under the 
direction of the board of health. 


The matter of including the relief 


director to make decisions on medi- 
cal aid for city charges also will be 
discussed. 


"I furthermore called attention to 


certain sections of Ordinance No. 
372," Dr. Boyd said in his report, 
"whereby it is provided that the 
health 
officer 
shall, where 
the 


charge is to be made against the 
city, pass on the necessity for medi- 
cal service and particularly where 
surgery or hospitalization is ad- 
vised.

SELECTING THE FLY FISHING 


REEL AND LINE 
By Ben C. Robinson 


S 


UCCESSFUL fly rod fishing de- 
pends largely upon two choices 
the angler might have made; 


That of his reel and line. With the 
proper .and fitting line for the rod, 
then fishing with a fly for either 
bass or trout becomes a re«l plea- 
sure and a science, and the same 
thing might 
be said 
regarding 


choice of reel. If this, however, 
has been slighted, the careful and 
understanding choice of these parts 
of the tackle,"then the pastime be- 
comes not only a failure in the mat- 
ter of catch, but as well a disap- 
pointing and a boresome kind of 
amusement. 


Dry Fly Casting Outfit 


For floating or dry flies the line 


that the fly caster reels on his spool 
must be carefully and considerately 
chosen. First of all, it must be a 
tapered line, for a tapered leader 
is essential to the casting of a prop- 
erly laid down floating fly, and a 
tapered leader on a level line would 
be about as consistent as a shot- 
gun sight on a high-powered rifle. 
There are several kinds of tapered 
inc. The long, even tapered line, 
the short or "quick" taper and the 
three diameter taper. Any of'be- 
fore mentioned tapers are suitable 
to dry fly casting. The double- 
tapered line, however, is the most 
preferable, for the simple reason 
that double-tapered 
lines signify 


that both ends of the line are tap- 
ered and when one 
end is unfit 


longer to use. then the line can be 
reversed on reel and a new taper 
is at hand. However, if a level and 
tapered line is wished for in com- 
bination on the same line, then the 
single tapered line is the proper one 
to buy. This gives the fly fisher- 
man two types of line in one, 
level line, for wet fly casting and 
for the casting of 
spinning and 


light spoon fly rod lures and as 
well, on opposite end of-line, a tao- 
pered line for floating and dry fly 
casts. The three diameter tapered 
line is tapered only on one end. 
The main line at a- distance of a few 
feet from end is enlarged to about 
three sizes larger than main line, 
then it L«s again tapered off to a size 
smaller than the main line at tip. 
This permits the large section to 
carry forward and dra$ at end of 
cast so that tapered end and leader 
and fly whip over and alight on 
water first. It is also a eood line 
for castins into stronjr winds.

or sinking fly casts and for casting 
spinner and spoon fly casts. It costs 
about one-half what a tapered en- 
ameled or oil finished line will and 
is absolutely proper for wet or sink- 
ing flies or spinner casting. 


There are two separate and dis- 


tinct models of fly rod reel, the 
automatic and the crank or single 
action reel. The automatic type is 
used by a great number of both 
trout and bass fly anglers, and, once 
it is learned and the caster be- 
comes used to fishing with it, this 
type reel becomes a very prized 
item ^pf the fly fisherman's tackle. 
The reel, as the name implies, 
takes up all slack line automatical- 
ly, by merely pressing with one of 
the fingers of the rodhand on a 
metal lever. This releases a tension 
on the drum of reel and the line is 
spooled 
up without the 
angler 


further concerning himself. This is 
merely to take up slack or long 
loops of line when casts arc being 
retrieved and fish being played. The 
fish can be played, of course, with 
this tension, but for small fish it is 
not always advisable. It is slightly 
heavier, as a rule, than the single 
action or Crank Style Reel. 


Single Action Fly Reel 


The single action reel is a narrow 


spool, 
crank-action 
metal line 


holder that usually balances the rod 
very nicely when it is placed on 
the reel-seat. Most anglers pick 
this type because of its simplicity of 
action, its freedom from springs 
and breakage and its fine balance to 
the rod. It is especially well suited 
to the trouting rod for small streams 
and light fish and for small bass 
streams. It holds from 30 to 40 
yards of enameled size B to F line

Cleanliness Protects 


Baby Against Illness 


Blr ANGELO FAXKI 


The first thing the baby needs upon his arrival on this earth is sleep. He 


is tired after his hard journey; sleep restores him and makes him feel 
that this old world is not such a bad place after all. The next thing he 
needs is food. 


The best food for a baby is his own mother's milk, but that milk is 


not always ready for him. The quality and the quantity of it may not be 
what he needs; then the baby must have a formula that makes up the de- 
ficiencies, until such time as mother's milk reaches the required stand- 
ards. That formula is the most important thing imaginable. Get it right 
and all is well, but get it wrong and nothing else can be right. 


The new baby must be under the care of a skilled physician for the 


first two weeks at least—for the first month, if possible. 


The men and women in the baby hospitals know about the feeding and 


the care of babies and apply that knowledge to your particular baby get- 
ting him off to a good start 


H babies were all born with the same needs, the same appetites, the 


same everything, rearing them would be easy. All we would have to 
do would be to supply the food, lay down the rules, and then watch the 
babies 
grow. But 
babies 
don't 


come that way. Each of them has 
a different need, a different equip- 
ment, and each must have his par- 
ticular needs met. And that is why 
I say only the skilled physician 
should advise about the baby's first 
foods. 


Once started 
on the 
feeding 


schedule the mother can manage 
very nicely with monthly advice 
from the doctor or the nurse. As 
long as the baby thrives on his 
formula, as long as he develops 
nicely on his diet, there is no need 
for anxiety about his eating habits. 
But if his weight does not increase 
as it should, or if his development 
does not keep ti.Tie with the span 


of his days, the feeding formula 
and the feeding schedule must be 
examined and changed, but always 
under the physician's advice. 


After the formula has been test- 


ed, tried and accepted there is one 
other very important factor in feed- 
ing the baby, and that is, cleanli- 
ness. One cannot be too careful 
about this. No food, however good, 
can help the baby if that food is 
not clean. All bottles must 
be 


washed, rinsed and sterilized; also 
the nipples. Never put the nipple 
that is to go into the infant's mouth 
into your own rnouth. 
Should a 


nipple fall when you are trying to 
put it on the bottle, take a clean

The bright spot at the right 


is the planet Venus. 
About 1,000 visits of comets are 


on record. 
This number includes 


some which have 
been coming 


back every few years, and which 
are to be seen only with the help 
of telescopes. During the past 60 
years, astronomers have observed 
an average of five or six comets 
per year. 


The most famous comet seen dur- 


ing the present century is Halley's. 
It was a great sight in the sky in 
the year 1910. and no one needed 
a telescope to see it! The next 
visit of Halley's comet is scheduled 
for 1986. 


Many persons were worried about 


the coming of Halley's comet in 


1910. They feared it would strike 
the earth, and reports came from 
Europe of people taking their own 
lives because of fear. What a fool- 
ish thing that was! 


As it turned out, Halley's com- 


i met did no harm to anyone. Neither 
has any other comet hurt a single 
human being, so far as our records 
go. 


Comets differ a great deal in 


size. Sometimes the front part, or 
head, is less than 10.000 miles wide. 
In other cases the head has a width 
of a million miles. Holmes' corr.et 
which appeared in 1892, had a head 
1,400,000 miles wide. 


The "nucleus" of a comet is the 


more solid part of the head. We 
might call it "the real head not 
counting the hair." Usually it is 
less than 100 miles wide, but some- 
times it has a width of 400 or 500 
miles. 


The tails of comets also differ. 


Some have very short tails, or none 
at all Others have tails stretching 
out about 100,000.000 miles. 


Although some 
comets are of 


huge size, they are not made of 
heavy stuff. Careful tests by as- 
tronomers seem to prove that the 
largest comet ever measured does 
not weigh as much as the moon. 
We are told, in fact, that a hundred 
of them together would not weigh 
! as much as the moon. 


The heads of comets are believed 


to contain solid objects probably 
like meteors. Millions of meteors 
have struck the earth without doing 
any great harm, so why 
worry 


about a comet striking us? Even if 
it came "head on," it probably 
would amount to no more than a 
heavy shower of meteors.

Court Interpretation 


As the will was interpreted in 


court, the trust fund was to be 
built up from dividends on $275.- 
000 worth of stocks, after which 
the stocks were to go to Albert C. 
Gilbert, Mrs. Snell's stepson by a 
former marriage. Her husband. Ar- 
thur B. Snell. and Gilbert were 
named executors of the estate and 
made responsible for the trust fund. 


Judge McDonald, W i n n e b a g o 


county, ruled that the cash legacies 
of $17,500 must be paid first 


The executors appe&led this rul- 


ing to the supreme court. It was 
their contention the cash bequests 
and the trust fund should be con- 
sidered jointly as part of the es- 
tate.

representatives. These rulings may 
be said to represent a crucial mo- 
ment in the development of nation- 
al labor policy. 


The present board is aware that 


its powers to compel the signing of 
a contract under any circumstances 
will be tested in the courts, but, 
meanwhile, it can be assumed that 
the present board will not attempt 
to extend the area of its newly ex- 
pressed authority to include com- 
pulsory negotiation of such Hems 
as the closed shop or wage scales. 


This correspondent last week ex- 


pressed the belief that, if the labor 
board correctly interprets m the 
present cases the powers of con- 
gress under the Wagner act. then 
an important precedent has been es- 
tablished. Some future board—not 
necessarily the" present personnel— 
may well argue for the right to in- 
clude or exclude certain items in 
the program of negotiation such as 
wage scales and the closed shop. It 
is the precedent and its meaning 
rather than any intention by the 
present board which was the point 
sought to be made in these dis- 
patches. 


Barsaininff in Good Faith 


For one thing, the present board 


is on solid ground when it compels 
negotiations. That's as far as the 
supreme 
court 
of 
the 
United 


States went in upholding the Wag- 
ner law in the first cases. But the 
present board has added bargnn- 
ing "in good faith," as a test of 
whether there is an unfair labor 
practice on the part of the employ- 
er. Closely allied with the concept 
of what is or is not "good faith." 
the board has taken the position in 
the recent cases that, once a lengthy 
negotiation has reached a conclu- 
sion, it is only fair that the long and 
detailed terms of an agreement be- 
tween employers and employes be 
reduced to writing. To refuse to 
sign a contract at that stage, the 
board feels, is evidence of a lack of 
"good faith." 


This requirement would seem to 


be common sense on its face, but 
the reason why employers refuse to 
sign contracts may relate to some- 
thing quite different. Thus, the la- 
bor board says that it is the usual 
business practice between equals 
to put understandings in writing. 
It may also be contended that it is 
the usual practice in business for 
one side or the other, and some- 
times both, to require what is 
known as a "performance bond." 


The board undoubtedly justifies 


its insistence on a signed contract 
as being part of the items of "pro- 
cedure" relating to collective bar- 
gaining and not of what might be 
called "substantive terms." To re- 
fuse in advance to negotiate on a 
substantive matter like wages or 
hours might, therefore, be upheld 
by the present board, but refusal 
to sign a contract unless a perform- 
ance bond were given by the union, 
on the other hand, could be ruled 
upon as a "procedural" 'tcm. 


Fulfilling Agreement*. 


Certainly there are few things 


more important in the signing of a 
contract between business equals 
than the capacity of the parties to 
the 
agreement to fulfill 
their 


pledges. This goes to the root of 
contractual obligation and it would 
not be surprising if the present 
board has written of! quite a chunk 
of trouble by considering the sign- 
ing of a contract as a procedural 
question. 


Since labor unions are not as a 


rule incorporated, they are not as 
responsible legally as are corpora- 
tions of employers, but the court 
decisions show that individual un- 
ions and their officers arc neverthe- 
less suable. To require a perform- 
ance bond as a condition of a writ- 
ten contract may some day be a nat- 
ural consequence of the 
present 


board's latest decisions. The only 
way a test would come would be if 
some employer added to his refus- 
al to sign a contract the stipulation 
of a performance bond as well. 


The dangers of the compulsory 


signed contract decision are many. 


but none so palpable as what would 
happen, for instance, in a plant 
where employers 
and employes 


had a meeting of minds on every 
Item''of the negotiations except the I 
signed contract issue. The employer j 
might insist that he will put thej 
terms in writing but that the con- j 
tract is "terminable at will." Msnyi 
a contract in business is of such I 
character. Would the present la- 
bor board hold that refusal to sign! 
a contract for a definite period is J 
an evidence of lack of "good faith"? , 
If it does, then what is the proper 
term or length of contract which 
will not be so regarded? Is it a 
month, a year, two years, or what? j 


Set Up Precedent 
i 


So if the present board has cor-' 


rectly interpreted the powers 
ofj 


congress, a precedent has been set 
up whereby a labor board of the 
future can practically dictate the 
length of time of contracts. From 
such a ruling, it would be a short 
step to the argument that refusal 
to sign a contract of definite tenure 
is a refusal to bargain, and. if up- 
held by the supreme court, a plaus- 
ible case can be made out for com- 
pulsory arbitration, especially on 
the theory that most contracts set 
up machinery for handling griev- 
ances, including wage scales, and 
that failure to accept the accus- 
tomed practice is a refusal to bar- 
gain in "good faith." 


The wiser course for the present 


board to have pursued was not toj 
decide the "signed-contract" issue 
in advance of an actual case, even 
though the employers and employes 
did put that very question up to the 
board for decision. The facts nro 
that, in the Inland Steel case, neith- 
er the employes nor the employer 
arranged to have the question of a 
majority duly certified. The board 
should 
have insisted 
on settling 


this point 
of its own 
initiative. 


Then, when collective bargaining 
negotiations were compelled by or- 
der of, the board, all the evidence, 
including capricious use of the 
signed contract argument, could 
have been taken into consideration 
and the broad issue of "good faith" 
settled, 
not by-singling out one 


point, but all the points on which 
substantial evidence could be mar- 
shalled. 


Dagerous precedents will rise to 


plague labor unions as well as em- 
ployers, and, while the present Na- 
tional Labor Relations board may 
think it is limiting its action to 
mere procedure, it is slowly but 
surely weaving a web of authority 
which future boards will not ig- 
nore, especially when reactionary 
administrations come into power as 
they sometimes do, with the swing 
of the pendulum caused by the ty- 
ranny of "liberal" administrations.

port the market in the absence of 
tonnage from heavier consumers, 
with ship tonnage and material for 
agricultural implements the most 
promising factors, says Steel. 


Shipbuilding, both private and 


navy, is taking steady shipments 
for vessels now on the ways and 
other ships are ccrr.ir.s i-"^o the 
market. American Export Line is 
about to place four cargo ships, 
which will require 12.000 tons of 
steel. A Pittsburgh barge builder 
will build ten coal barges and four 
flush deck barges for stock, which 
will call for 2000 tons of plates. 


While the structural market lags 


some fairly large tonnages are be- 
ing placed. Westinghouse Electric 
and Mfg. Co. has awarded 1900 
tons for a plant addition at Spring- 
field. Mass.: a bridge at Pittsburgh 
requiring 5000 tons has been placed: 
3600 tons of steel for bridge repairs 
in New York has been distributed 
and 1550 tons for a bridge connect- 
ing Washington and Idaho has been 
booked. 


Tunnel Work Pending: 


Tunnel work at New York is 


pending. 4500 tons, and bids will be 
opened June 1 for materials for 
Shasta dam', in California. This will 
require 13.000 tons of reinforcing 
bars, 18.000 tons of gate valves and 
structurals and 6850 tons of pen- 
stocks. 
Pig iron consumption shows an

of this vitamin goes'when peas are 
cooked. 
Scientists used to think 


that cooking destroyed much jot 
the vitamin C of peas. •

But Faith Fcnton, assistant pro- 


fessor of home economics at Cor- 
nell university, made an extensive 


study of losses of vitamin C during 
the cooking of peas and found out 
differently. The old test was to feed 
the cooked peas to animals. 
But 


animals did not like the cooking 
water. Hence the fact that about 
half the vitamin C went into the 
water escaped discovery. 


Professor 
Fenton 
learned 
that 


the water in which she cooked peas 
contained almost as much of this 
vitamin as tomato juice, one of the 
best sources for vitamin C.

destroyed 
in cooking, 
but 
not 


much. The loss in the first five min- 
utes is 7 to 10 per cent.
